Any  stay  in  our  city  will  convince  you 
that  here  are  a  hospitable  people,  ready 
and  anxious  to  make  you  welcome. 

The  Utah  Greeter’s  Guide  is  intended 
to  aid  you  in  planning  your  stop  over 
in  Salt  Lake  City  and  may  we  suggest 
that  you  keep  this  book  as  a  book  of 
reference  during  your  stay  and  even 
after  you  leave.

SALT  LAKE  CITY 

It  would  be  difficult  to  imagine  a 
city,  the  pages  of  whose  history  are  so 
permeated  with  romance,  as  Salt  Lake 
City.  Likewise,  it  would  be  difficult  to 
conceive  a  city  more  ideally  located, 
more  beautiful  in  its  surroundings, 
richer  in  the  vast  store  of  resources 
from  which  to  draw. 


Vision  and  determination  are  the  two 
factors  responsible  for  the  building  of 
Salt  Lake  City  into  the  great  western 
metropolis  that  it  is  today. 

July  24,  1847,  a  company  of  ‘Mormon’' 
pioneers  consisting  of  147  men,  3  wo- 
women  and  3  children  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Brigham  Young  made  their  way 
to  Emigration  Canyon  and  halted  at  a 
spot  near  Fort  Douglas.  This  spot 
now  marked  by  a  monument  is  one  that 
every  visitor  to  Salt  Lake  should  see. 
After  a  casual  survey  of  the  surround¬ 
ing  territory  Brigham  Young  said, 
“This  is  the  Place.” 

The  little  band  came  down  to  a  spot 
on  City  Creek  near  where  the  City  and 
County  Building  now  stands.  In  vain 
they  tried  to  put  a  plough  into  the 
ground.  Then,  as  a  result  of  necessity 
the  first  irrigation  of  moderp  America? 
was  born.  The  hardy  pioneers  darned® 
City  Creek  and  turned  the  waters  over' 
the  sun  baked  soil  until  it  had  been 
moistened  sufficiently  to  plow. 

Salt  Lake  City  was  laid  out  by  a&. 
proper  survey  on  Monday,  August  2nd,. 
1847.  At  a  general  meeting  of  air 
colonists  August  2£nd  it  was  moved" 
and  seconded  to  call  the  city  “City  of 
the  Great  Salt  Lake.”  The  city  was- 
laid  out  in  ten  acre  squares.  Today 
these  ten  acre  squares  bounded'  by¬ 
streets  form  its  blocks.  There  is-  n©< 
other  city  in  the  United  States  so  ideal¬ 
ly  laid  out.  Surveyors  fitted  with  mod¬ 
ern  equipment  have  gone  over  the  sur¬ 
veys  made  by  the  pioneers  only  to  find 
that  they  were  correct  to  the  inch.

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THE  TABERNACLE  AND  THE 
TEMPLE 

Shortly  after  their  arrival  the 
pioneers  selected  a  site  between 
the  two  branches  of  City  Creek 
where  they  were  to  locate  their 
temple.  Of  the  present  build¬ 
ings,  the  world-famed  tabernacle 
was  first  erected.  The  tabernacle 
is  an  immense  auditorium,  ellip¬ 
tic"  in  shape  and  seats  8,000  peo¬ 
ple.  It  is  250  feet  long  by  150 
feet  wide  and  80  feet  from  the 
floor  to  the  ceiling.  The  self-sup¬ 
porting  roof  is  a  remarkable 
work  of  engineering.  It  rests 
on  pillars  of  red  sandstone  which 
stand  twelve  feet  apart  in  the 
whole  circumference  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  the  pillars  support  wood 
arches  ten  feet  in  thickness  and 
spanning  a  hundred  and  fifty 
feet.  These  arches  are  put  together 
with,  wooden  pins,  there  being  no  nails 
or  iron  of  any  kind  In  the  framework 
of  the  roof.  The  building  was  erected 
from  1863  to  1867.  This  being  before 
the  railroads  reached  Utah,  all  the  im¬ 
ported  material  used  in  the  construc¬ 
tion  had  to  be  hauled  with  ox  teams 
from  the  Missouri  River.  It  was  for 
this  reason  that  wooden  pins  were 
used  in  place  of  heavy  nails.  The  roof 
now  has  a  metallic  covering  which  a 
few  years  ago  replaced  the  old  wooden 
shingles.  The  building  cost  originally 
about  $300,000  exclusive  of  the  famous 
organ. 


The  Temple  is  186^  feet  long,  99  feet 
wide  and  its  greatest  height  is  222  feet 
to  the  figure  which  surmounts  the  cen¬ 
tral  eastern  tower.  Less  than  six  years 
after  the  first  pioneers  found  here  a 
desolate  sage  brush  wilderness,  they 
commenced  this  remarkable  building. 
They  laid  the  foundation  walls  sixteen 
feet  wide  end  eight  feet  deep,  while 


above  ground  the  walls  vary  in  thick¬ 
ness  from  nine  to  six  feet. 


In  1873  the  railroad  was  built  to  the 
granite  quarries  about  twenty  miles 
southeast  of  the  city.  Up  to  that  time 
the  huge  blocks  of  stone  during  the 
.construction  were  hauled  by  ox  team, 
requiring  at  times  four  yoke  of  oxen 
four  days  to  transport  a  single  stone. 
The  building  was  completed  in  1893, 
forty  years  after  it  was  commenced. 
In  all  the  cost  was  about  $4,000,000. 

Unlike  many  other  churches  and 
places  of  worship,  visitors  are  never 
admitted  to  the  temple.  A  bureau  of 
information  and  guides  are  furnished 
free  for  tourists’  parties  over  the  tem¬ 
ple  grounds.  It  is  doubtful  if  there  is 
another  spot  in  the  world  covering  ten 
acres  that  provides  a  like  number  of 
interesting  sights. 

THE  SEA  GULL  MONUMENT 
The  only  tribute  to  bird  life  in  the 
world. 

Surrounding  this  remarkable  work  of 
art  is  a  story  which  weaves  itself  into 
the  history  of  Salt  Lake  and  adds  an 
additional  touch  of  romance  to  the 
city’s  founding. 

In  the  spring  of  1848,  5,000  acres  of 
land  were  under  cultivation  in  Salt 
Lake  Valley.  Nine  hundred  acres  had 
been  sown  with  winter  wheat  which 
was  just  begining  to  sprout. 

Then  came  an  event  as  unlooked  for 
as  it  was  terrible,  “The  Cricket 
Plague.”  During  the  months  of  May: 
and  June  these  destructive  pests  rolled 
in  vast  legions  down  the  mountain 
side,  and  attacked  the  fields  of  grow¬ 
ing  grain.  The  tender  crops  fell  an 
easy  prey  to  their  fierce  verocity.  The 
ground  over  which  ivney  had  passed 
looked  as  if  it  had  been  scorched  by 
fire.  The  community'  was  barely 
alive.  Many  went  through  the  fields 
killing  crickets  but  crushed  much  of 
the  tender  grain.  Some  dug  ditches- 
around  the  farms,  turned  water  into 
the  trenches,  and  drove  and  drowned 
therein  the  black  devourers.  Fire  was 
used,  brooms,  clubs.  Still  the  crickets* 
prevailed.  Despite  all  that  they,  could- 
do  their  harvest  seemed  by  the  settlers

to  be  doomed.  It  was  upon  this  har¬ 
vest  that  life  itself  depended,  for  sup¬ 
plies  had  long1  since  been  used. 

Then  came  what  the  people  believed 
to  be  a  miracle.  In  the  midst  of  the 
work  of  ruin  when  it  seemed  as  if  noth¬ 
ing  could  stay  the  work  of  destruction, 
great  flocks  of  gulls  appeared  filling 
the  air  with  their  white  wings  and 
plaintive  cries.  They  settled  down  up¬ 
on  the  half  ruined  fields.  At  first  it 
seemed  as  if  they  came  to  help  the 
crickets  destroy.  Bur  their  real  pur¬ 
pose  was  soon  apparent.  They  came 
to  prey  upon  the  destroyers.  All  day 
long  they  gorged  themselves,  disgorged 
and  feasted  again.  The  white  gylls  up¬ 
on  the  black  crickets  like  hosts  of 
heaven  and  hell  contending  until  the 
pests  were  vanquished  and  the  people 
saved. 

No  famine  of  any  consequence  fol¬ 
lowed  though  a  condition  of  scarcity 
was  prevalent.  That  fall  the  people 
celebrated  with  a  public  feast,  their 
first  harvest.  The  gull  is  still  to  be 
seen  in  the  vicinity  .of  Great  Salt  Lake. 
The  killing  of  these  birds  was  made 
punishable  by  law.  Rome  had  her 
sacred  geese,  Utah  would  have  her 
sacred  gull  forever  to  be  held  in  honor 
as  the  savior  of  the  pioneers.  To  com¬ 
memorate  the  above  historic  incident 
therefore  the  Sea  Gull  Monument,  the 
work  of  Mahonri  M.  Young,  was 
erected.  Mahonri  Young  is  a  grand¬ 
son  of  the  great  pioneer  leader,  Brig¬ 
ham  Young.  The  unveiling  ceremony 
took  place,  October  1st,  1913. 

The  monument  is  easily  recognized 
by  its  fifteen  foot  granite  column  sur¬ 
mounted  by  a  granite  globe  upon  which 
rests  two  huge  bronze  sea  gulls.  Oil 


the  base  of  the  monument  are  three 
bronze  tablets  depicting  the  story  of 
the  seagulls  and  the  crickets,.  On  the 
fourth  tablet  is  the  title  of  the  monu¬ 
ment;  fortunately  it  is  simple  and  not 
explanatory.  The  work  of  the  sculptor 
tells  the  story  and  tells  it  well  and 
eloquently.  The  inscription  is  simply 
this,  “Seagull  monument,  erected  in 
grateful  remembrance  of  the  mercy  of 
God  to  the  ‘Mormon’  pioneers.” 

CIVIC  GOVERNMENT 

The  Capitol 

Salt  Lake  City  is  the  capital  of  Utah. 
The  capitol  building  is  situated  on  the 
north  mountain  slopes  overlooking  the 
city.  It  is  built  of  native  granite 
adored  with  the  finest  art  and  digni¬ 
fied  by  great  monoliths.  Its  architec¬ 
tural  beauty  is  enhanced  by  its  remark¬ 
able  situation.  State  Street,  one  of  the 
longest  thoroughfares  in  the  world, 
leads  to  its  doors. 

City  and  County  offices  are  located 
beneath  one  roof  in  the  City  and 
County  Building  situated  on  the  block 
bounded  by  State  Fifth  South,  Second 
East  and  Fourth  South  Streets.  Here 
the  mayor  and  city  officials  have  their 
offices  as  well  as  the  county  officials 
and  commissioners. 

The  Public  Safety  Department  is 
housed  in  a  building  at  fkajte  and  First 
South  Streets  designed  particularly  for 
the  purpose.  Here  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  have  their  headquarters. 
It  is  well  to  remark  here  that  Salt 
Lake  City  stands  among  the  lowest  in 
fire  loss  and  among  the  highest  in  po¬ 
lice  protection  of  any  city  in  the 
United  States.

INDUSTRIAL  SALT  LAKE 


It  is  doubtful  if  there  is  another  city 
in  the  world  which  is  so  ideally  situ¬ 
ated  for  the  fostering  of  industry.  Sur¬ 
rounding  it  is  to  be  found  the  two  es¬ 
sentials  for  manufacturing,  mining  and 
agriculture.  The  fuel  for  manufactur¬ 
ing  and  the  raw  iron  and  copper,  silver 
and  gold  are  to  to  be  found  in  abund¬ 
ance.  More  than  one  hundred  million 
dollars  a  year  is  the  average  produc¬ 
tion  since  1917  of  the  copper,  lead  and 
CITY  AN'D  COUNTY  BUILDING 
zinc  mines  in  Utah.  The  three  most 
active  mining  districts  are  Bingham, 
Tintic  and  Park  City,  but  a  score  of 
others  have  materially  assisted  in 
bringing  up  the' total  output  of  metals. 

Utah  produces  annually  about  five 
million  tons  of  bituminous  coal  of  an 
excellent  grade  which  burns  freely 
with  a  low  percentage  of  ash  and  a 
heat  involving  power  of  14,000  British 
Thermal  units  per  pound.  About 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  Utah  coal  pro¬ 
duction  is  exported  to  other  states. 

AGRICULTURE 

Salt  Lake  draws  from  1,364,250  acres 
of  land  devoted*  to  agriculture.  Almost 
all  crops  common  to  the  temperate 
zones  are  in  evidence.  Fruit  growing 
and  the  sugar  beet  industry  forms  the 
major  portion  of  agricultural  effort. 
The  range  stock  industry  also  occupies 
an  important  plaTCe  in  Utah  agriculture. 

AGRICULTURAL  MANUFACTURING 

The  agricultural  manufacturing  of 
Utah,  centered  in  Salt  Lake  City  is  de-> 
voted  largely  to  the  manufacture  of 
butter,  cheese,  condensed  milk  and 
cream,  beet  sugar,  flour  and  canned 
goods.  Their  money  yalue  averages 
more  than  fifty  million  dollars  yearly. 
Utah  uses  a  large  portion  of  her  manu¬ 
factured  agricultural  products  and  the 
products  of  her  farms  and  ranches 
within  Salt  Lake  and  the  larger  cities*. 
Salt  Lake  mills  ship  considerable  flour 
to  the  orient. 


MANUFACTURING 
Beside^  the  manufacture  of 
agricultural  products  i  nvt  o 
food-stuffs  considerable  ma¬ 
chinery,  electrical  goods  and 
appliances  are  manufactured 
in  Salt  Lake.  Just  outside  the 
city  is  a  salt  works  capable  of 
producing  yearly  enough  salt 
to  supply  the  nation. 

SALT  LAKE'  SCHOOLS 
No  other  city  of  the  size  of 
Salt  Lake  in  the  United  States 
has  a  school  system  so  ade¬ 
quate  to  its  needs.  The  city 
is  divided  into  zones  each  of 
which  is  provided  with  a 
grade  school  and  kinder¬ 
garten  accomodations.  Two 
high  schools  and  two  Junior 
hools  provide  preparatory 
courses  for  entrance  into  either  the 
University  of  Utah  or  the  L.  D.  S.  Uni¬ 
versity  to  which  two  schools  most  of 
the  Salt  Lake  students  go. 

Salt  Lake  City  is  the  seat  of  the  Uni> 
versity  of  Utah,  a  state  maintained  in¬ 
stitution,  providing  all  the  branches  of 
a  university  education.  Various  pri¬ 
vate  schools  have  been  established  here* 
princinpal  among  which  are  the  Sr. 
Mary's  Academy,  Rowland  Hall,  and 
Westminster  Academy.  The  L.  D.  S. 
Church  has  provided  a  high  school, 
business  college  and  school  of  music. 
Salt  Lake  school  buildings  are  among 
the  finest  in  the  west. 

CHURCHES 

Besides  the  various  ward  meeting¬ 
houses  of  the  L.  D.  S.  Church  prac¬ 
tically  every  denomination  is  repre¬ 
sented  in  Salt  Lake  City.  The  Cathe¬ 
dral  of  the  Madeleine  is  one  of  the 
largest  and  finest  in  the  west.  The 
following  is  a  list  of  the  principal 
churches  of  the  city  together  with  the 
street  address:

AMUSEMENTS 

The  two  principal  resorts  lying  near 
Salt  Lake  City  are  Lagoon  and  Saltair. 
Lagoon  is  easily  reached  over  the  elec¬ 
tric  interurban  train  to  Ogden  and  pro¬ 
vides  a  place  of  amusement  for  thou¬ 
sands  of  Salt  Lakers  and  visitors  each 
year. 

The  Saltair  resort  is  easily  reached 
by  a  pleasant  ride  on  swift  powerful 
electric  trains  over  the  Salt  Lake,  Gar¬ 
field  and  Western  Railway — the  Salt¬ 
air  Route.  Saltair  is  the  point  to  which 
the  traveler  goes  to  see  the  Great  Salt 
Lake.  Here  he  may  enjoy  the  unique 
sensation  of  floating  on  the  surface  on 
the  briny  water  and  watch  the  glori¬ 
ous  sunsets  unsurpassed  anywhere  on 
the  globe.  One  of  the  largest  dance 
floors  in  the  world  is  located  at  Salt¬ 
air. 

THEATRES 

Salt  Lake  City  is  the  possessor  of  one 
of  the  most  unique 
theatres  in  the  world. 

When  the  pioneers 
laid  out  the  city  they 
determined  to  pro- 
vide  a  place  of 
amusement.  Soon 
they  had  erected  the 
Salt  Lake  Theatre  in 
the  spot  where  it 
now  stands  at  State 
and  First  South 
Streets. 

Upon  the  stage  of 
this  historical  old 
playhouse  the  great¬ 
est  of  the  world’s 
artists  and  actors 
have  played.  Many 
of  these  talented  men 
and  women  came 
alone  to  the  city  by 
stage  coach  and  upon 
their  arrival  recruit¬ 
ed  their  own  -com¬ 
panies  and  gave 
their  plays  here, 
themselves  acting  the  leading  roles.  It 
was  customary  in  tke  early  days  for 
the  pioneers  to  trade  wheat  and  other 
farm  products  for  admission  to  the 
theatre.  On  one  poster  now  on  dis¬ 
play  in  the  manager’s  office  is  the  ad¬ 
monition  “leave  your  guhs  outside.” 

Of  the  popular  play  houses  there  are 
a  number  in  the  city,  principal  among 
which  are  the  ’Pantages  and  the  Or- 
pheum.  The  Pantages  under  the  man¬ 
agement  of  Mr.  Ed.  Diamond,  is  lo¬ 
cated  on  Main  Street  between  First 
and  Second  South;  The  Orpheum  un¬ 


der  the  management  of  Mr.  Weir  Cas¬ 
sidy,  is  on  Second  South  between  Main 
and  West  Temple  Streets.  Both  houses 
provide  excellent  vaudeville  supple¬ 
mented  by  moving  pictures.  There 
are  more  than  a  score  of  moving  pic¬ 
ture  theatres  in  the  city.  Principal 
among  these  are  the  American,  Para¬ 
mount  Empress,  the  Kinema,  and  the 
State. 

PARKS  AND  PLAY  GROUNDS 

Every  one  who  visits  Salt  Lake  City 
should  see  Liberty.  Park.  Combining 
the  natural  beauty  with  super-treat¬ 
ment  and  landscaping  the  city  has  made 
this  park  one  of  the  most  beautiful  to 
be  found  in  the  country.  Here  ade¬ 
quate  playgrounds  are  provided  for  the 
children,  band  concerts  are  held  each 
Sunday  afternoon  during  the  summer. 
A  zoo  containing  numerous  wild  ani¬ 
mals  including  an  elephant  and  several 
bison  occupies  a  prominent  position  in 
the  park. 

For  the  benefit  of  auto  tourists  a 
large  auto  camp  has  been  provided  in 
the  city  and  equipped  with  all  the 
modern  conveniences  rncludmg  running 
v  ater  and  facilities  for  camping  and 
cooking. 


HOSPITALS  AND  SANITARIUMS 

Physicians  and  surgeons  who  visit 
Salt  Lake  invariably  remark  concern¬ 
ing  the  number  of  exceptionally  well- 
equipped  and  manned  hospitals  and 
sanitariums.  Principal  among  these  are 
the  Dr.  Groves  L.  D.  S.  Hospital,  Holy 
Cross  Hospital,  St.  Marks  Hospital,  and 
the  County  Hospital. 

Adequate  ambulance  service  from  the 
Public  Safety  Department  and  the  vari¬

Beginning  at  Salt  Lake  City  and  trav¬ 
eling  south  over  the  Zion  Park  High¬ 
way,  the  tourist  visits  Cedar  Breaks, 
Zion  National  Park, the  Hurricane  Plats, 
the  Kaibab  Forest  and  comes  finally  to 
that  glorious  objective,  the  Grand  Can¬ 
yon  of  the  Colorado.  Then  doubling 
back  over  the  wonderful  Kaibab  For¬ 
est  Highway  he  is  primed  for  new 
scenic  explorations  on  the  return 
journey.  The  two  points  remaining  of 
supreme  interest,  each  a  few  miles  off 
the  Grand  Canyon  Highway,  are  Bryce 
Canyon  and  Fish  Lake. 

Travelers  enroute  to  Southern  Cali¬ 
fornia  may  take  in  these  attractions 
with  very  little  additional  mileage. 

Or,  the  log  may  be  reversed  by  round¬ 
ing  the  “circle”  the  other  way.  The 
mileage  of  the  entire  trip  and  return 
is  about  950  miles. 

The  roads  through  central  and  south¬ 
ern  Utah,  naturally  good,  are  kept  in 
excellent  condition  throughout  the.  tour¬ 
ist  season.  Many  miles  of  highway 
have  been  treated  with  shale  and  are 
as  smooth  and  inviting  as  hard  sur¬ 
face.
